THE EXPOSITION, 
IT WILL OFEN TO-DAY. 

There has been very little prefatory flourish 
about the third Inter-State Exposition, to be 
opened this evening. There bas not been any 
energy expended this season in tooting anything 
or anybody in connection with the affair, but 
there has been a vast deal of quiet, effective 
work in the right direction, which will tell. The 
result is that the Exposition for this year will 
be as decided an improvement upon that of last 
vear as the latter was over the first exhibition. 
It is not intended to convey the impression that 
ine first one was a failure. On the contrary, 
considering the rapidity with which the con- 
ception was foliowed by the execution of the vast 
project; that the buge buildings bad to be 
planned and erected ; that the enterprise was a 
novel one, the success of which manv people 
seriously doubted, the exhioition of 1873 was a 
great successs. But as a representative exposi- 
tion of the industries, resources and products, 
manufactures and aris of the Northwest, it fell, 
vot short of what was expected, but shot of the 
desigo of the projectors. The display in the 
Art Department was meagre ; there as no repre- 
sentation in the Department of Scieoce proper;

several departments were found to be far from 
complete. a 

None were 80 sensible of how much it was pos- 
sible to improve on what was the great pos- 
tion of the Nor hwest for that year, than the 
Directors taemselves. 

THE ENSUING YEAR 
they enlarged tue buildings, secured a better and 
more extensive display inal the departments, 
and wich an art collection really worthy the Ex- 
position. made a triumpuant success. 

Oa beginning preparations for 

THE PRESENT EXHIPITION 
the Directors discovered that toeir labor was not 
to secure full representation in the several de- 
partments, but how to make room for the vast 
number of exhibitors from all quarters 
of the country applving for space. They 
began at the outset by the adoption 
of an entirely new plan of arrangement of ar- 
ticles on exhibition. Ihe avenues weie nar- 
rowed, but at the same time extended for the 
entne length of the building; the frequent 
eross-avenues were, many of them, ciosed en- 
tirely ; and every foot of space in the gallery 
and on the main floor was carefully mapped out 
80 as to ecunomuze in space to the utmost. 
THE RESULT 
is that, while for the first year there were but 
about 700, and last year about 800, this 
season space has been found for a little over 2,000 
exbibitors. Even that bas proved insufflcent, 
and it is quite manifest tbat for an- 
other year further extension of the 
vuildings will be required, for such is the pres- 
tige already acquired by the Iuter-State Expo- 
sition that, with accommodations provided for 
upwards of 2,000 exhibitors, between 300 and 400 
applications had to be perempiorily declined for 
lack of space. And for exhibition in 
THE ART GALLERY 
there have been sent so many oil paintings that, 
with the increased space afforded by the six 
rooms devoted to that department, and with the 
utmost crowding, it has been fouod impossible 
to get room to hang about 100 of the pictures 
that have already been received. To this cir- 
cumstance is due the delay iu the publication of 
the art catalogue, which il not be out until 
Wednesday evening, thoug. the hanging of pict- 
ures for exhibition was complete last night, 
and the display, which will be noted at length 
in Tux Turiner, will be by all odds the finest 
ever made in the West. The arrangement of 
the paintings this season—the works of each 
artist grouped—will be found to be a decided 
improvement. The entries in the art depart- 
ment of oi! and water-colcr paintings alone num- 
ber over 800. There 1s also in the art depart- 
ment a section devoted to architecture and de- 
sign, which for artistic merit and variety has 
never been equaled in this county. Besides, 
THE PHOTOGRAPHIC SECTION, 
to which all the leading photographers have 
contributed,‘will be unrivaied, and will go far to- 
ward establishing the claim of photography to 
be reckoned among the fine arts, if delicacy of 
finish, tone, and treatment of lights and shades, 
constitute a part of art. 

The department of fine arts will include, be- 
sides the collection of — rn. — 
ings, specimens of engraving on an 
stone, of wood-carving and terra cotta work, and 
of stained and embossed glass. The total num- 
ber of exhibitors in this department will be 
about 600.

opening to-night. The work has 80 
rapidly that is very little remaining to be 
done to-day. In the Art Gallery the work of 
icture-haoging was nearly complete, aad will 
finished to-day ; the machinery was being at- 
tached to the great engines that furvish the mo- 
tive power. All will be in readiness for the 
opening to-night. 
THE OPENING 
will have no nonsense about it. The Directors 
are determined to let the exhibition depend upon 
its merits, and have studiously refrained frow 
providing any oratorica! display, and speech-mak- 
ing will be wholly dispeused with, as will all 
formal ovening ceremonies.

PRIVATE VIEW OF PICTURES. 

Last evening tbe whole building was partially 
illuminated for the purpose of enabling the 
workmen to proceed with their labors in getting 
all in readiness for fhe opening. The work was 
comp ete only in the Art-Ga'lery where all was 
ready, and there were admitted perhaps a hun- 
dred lad es and gentlemen. 

Tbe intention was to have limited the attend- 
ance to members of the press and artists, but 
there were, besides these two classes, a consid- 
erable number of prominent citizens. Among 
them may be noted Franklin MacVeagh aod 
wife, R. I. Crane and wife, President Dixon, A. 
H. Andrews, Dr. Frye, of St. Louis, E. B. Sber- 
man aud wife, and others. The artists were out 
in fuil force, generally accompanied by ladies. 
It was less of an inconVenience that there were 
no catalogues because so mauy of tlhe pamters 
were themselves present. 

The unanimous verdict was one of approba- 
tion; the arrangement of lights was found to 
be most excellent, the disposition of the paint- 
ings judicious and in good taste, and the whole 
was satisfactory even to the mostcritical, A 
mere glance tbrough the Art Gallery suffices to

to-night aud for the next four weeks, is in every 
way remarkable. 

the National Academy, in the New York exhi- 
bitions, bas over and over again demonstrated 
the error of those critics who affect to despise 
Americao art. but there has never been an at- 
tempt at a notable American exhibition in the 
West before. The former ambitious displays 
have been largely foreign pictures, and we bave 
cried ** Wolf” over them to such an extent that 
there is ground for apprehension that we 
may now have difficulty in making 
our neighbors believe that something 
real has at length come. When it 
is asserted that Chicago is now in the enjoyment 
bot only of the best collection of contempora- 
neous American paintings ever exhibited in the 
West, but of decidedly the best, in several im- 
portant respects, ever exhibited anywhere, not 
excepting New York, it sounds as though we 
were bragging again. No doubt they will think 
eg down at St. Louis. Deprecating, therefore, 
our previous reputation for boastfulness, and 
hereby repenting and reforming, we invite atten- 
tion to a.statement, accurate and careful, which 
shall begin with generals and follow with partic- 
ulars, with avoidance of unnecessary persiflage. 

The galleries of the Exposition are six 
ia number, opening together. In the pres- 
ent exhibition five of them are occupied with 
pictures by Eastern artists, and one devoted to 
Chicago and Western works. In the first five 
galleries there are not more thao half-a-dozen 
foreign paintings,—in the Chicago gallery per- 
haps a dozen or twenty, the property of the 
Academy of Design. The collection is, there- 
fore, almost purely native. There are in all 500 
or 600 pictures, catalogues of which will be 
ready in a day or two. The visitor who enters 
from the main Exposition Building by the north- 
erly door, finds himself in the 

NOBTHWEST BOOM, 

one of the larger galleries. This room is de- 
voted to miscellaneous pictures,—that is, it is 
hung for the most part with single pictures by 
different artists, not collected in groups. Some 
of the pictures are very large aod important 
and bear the most noted American names. The 
north wallis the most striking, occupied by a 
pyramid of pictures of a somewhat grand aod 
imposing character, a row of moderate-sized 
landscapes at the base, surmounted by Thomas 
Cole’s three great pictures of ‘‘ The Cross and 
tne Worid,” which stretch along the whole side 
of the room; over these a still larger picture of 
the burial of a Christiau martyr, by Van Reuth, 
of Baltimore, which is flanked by 
two comparatively small pictures by 
James Walker. Proceeding to the right, a 
picture of Leusze’s occupies the corner, The 
First News from Lexington,” next to it are two 
lanascapes of Church, and then another larger 
Leutze, **‘ Tae Battle of Monmouth,” and over 
the latter a marine view of Heade. On the other 
side of the door are two large Bierstadts, sur- 
mounted by good pictures of George L. Brown 
and Peter Moran, and next, in the corner, isa 
cataract by Boutelle. Most conspicuous on the 
west wall is an immense painting of the live- 
stock of the Alexander farm, by James H. Beard, 
next to which is a large picture by Thomas 
Hicks of Edwin Booth as Jago. James Hart, 
Gerry, Wordsworth, Thompson, and Boughton, 
also find room on this wall sovth of the 
ontrance-door, together with some lesser ar- 
tists. Close by the door, low down, is a very 
smail picture by the unfortunate Vaini, the Itai- 
ian artist of New York who committed suicide at 
a picnic a week ago to-day at just about the 
tume that this picture was put in Place. 

On the south wall of this gallery is a group of 
Shattuck’s landscapes, nine in all. occupying the 
space between two doors, carefully grouped with 
a large landscape for the centre, and the others 
at the sides and top. This brings us to the fea- 
ture of the exhibition which gives it its highest 
claim to superiority, and renders it an excellent

of modern pictures than is made up by tbis 
range of galleries of groups it would be difficult 
to und. Whether Viewed es a whole or iu de- 
tail, itis altogether satisfactory to a lover of 
pictures. Tue vista of taeveuily looped dra per 
les sulrcuudiug the jadiciously disposed pict- 
ares of various sizes aud shapes, the deep 
red-brown of the haogings contras.ing strouogiy 
with the broken yellow of the frames, aud tae 
colors of the pictares themselves, terminated at 
one end by parts of the groups of Beard and 
Richard su mounted by some figures of Con- 
staut Mayer, aud at the other by de Haas aud 
Le Clear, with a marine view of Hamilton over 
them,—thia general view gives promise to the 
visitor at once of what m before bim. De- 
scending to part culars, the charming variety in 
the styles of the different artiste is the first 
thing to strike the eye and the mit d.

THE SOUTHWESTERN GALLERY 
the attention is sure to be arrested by the full- 
leogth tigure of the Pope on the north wall, 
robed in oruhant red against a bright biue sky. 
Aud before going avy farther some explanation 
ought to be made of the difficult position 
in which our artists find themselves 
not by way of apology for any gener- 
al deficiency in tne collection, which 
is surprisingly good—better thao anybody will 
believe before examining 1 with competent 
eyes—but to account for the oocasiopally uveven 
quality of the pictures and the crowded walls, 
which are in some places hung six or eight high. 
Firstly and frankly, itis a bard competition tor 
Western artists to put them side by side with 
the painters of New Lors sud Boston. We have 
few men—uobody will pretend otherwise — ho 
can compete ou equal terms with the leaders of 
the National Academy. Of the Eastern artista, 
only men of established re; uiation were allowed 
to contribute ; the poor ones were not even noti- 
fied of the exlibiti n; so their galleries are 
almost altogether free from bad pictures. 
WITH THE HOME ARTISTS 
the case was different. The management of 
these departments was handed over to them, and 
one of the galleries placed at their service, wiih 
which Mr. who huog the other pictures, 
has bad nothing to do. A Hanging Committee of 
woven Chicago artists, some of them young men, 
was appointed, who have found themselves over- 
whelmed with contributions from thew friends 
and associates under a thousand embarrassing cir- 
cumstances which can easily be surmised. If 
the pictures could have been hung under the 
supervision of asingle artist confessedly one of 
the best painters, and armed with full authority, 
the exhibition might have been made better. 
As it is, the Commitiee bas done 
itself credit, excluding many inferior pictures, 
and formiog a collection worthy of respect, aud 
fairly representative of the better art production 
of the West. Certain pictures of the room will 
compare favorably for effectiveness with any 
parts of the other galleries. for instance the 
row of pictures “on the line” at the northwesc 
corner beginning with Jasper Lawman's fruit, 
and including Miss Shaw's landscape, Volk’s 
Venetian picture, and Freer and Shirlaw's 
studies of heads, as far as the entrauce door. 
Ihe presence of a few conspicuous pictures, 
which have uo proper place in such a gallery, 
does something to mar the general impression ; 
and nothing known to the puvlic quite justtfies 
the Committee in hanging these poor piccures in 
a representative collection. These are too many 
pictures in (his room to be mentioned specifical- 
ly in this general view. 
THE SOUTH WALL 
is, aaa whole, the best, with Mr, Robertson's 
1 Dairy-Maiu ” for a centre, Shir laws admirabie 
Tonins of the Bell,” and Wiliard’s and Noble's 
figure-pictures on the sides, and Murphy's laud- 
scapes below. On the east wall is EAuus“ Mt. 
Shasta,” which bas been exhibited at private 
view, and is by far the largest landscape in the 
room, and opposite to this is a large portrait 
picture, by Pine, of Mr. Crane’s family, vive 
full-length figures in all.

THE WEST MIDDLE ROOM,— 

—where the water-colors were exbibited last 
spring. This is devoted to misce.laneous pic- 
tures of Eastero artists, of tmaller dimensions 
than chose in the adjoining gallery. One set of 
pictures on the south wali constitutes a sort of 
group. though not separated from the rest, the 
fish pictures of Walter M. Brackett, of Boston, 
five in number, over which are some good land- 
scape aud marine pictures, This room is in 
some ts one of the most actractive rooms 
in the exhibition, at least it supplements the 
others very agreeably. At the east end, 
among Many others, are small examples 
of Eastman Joboson, J. G. Brown, and W. H. 
Beard, not less worthy of votice than the pic- 
tures in their groups. On the north wall and 
further to the leit is bung what there is of water- 
color art in che exhibition ( besides the few speci- 
mens in the Chicago gallery), perhaps fifty pic- 
tures in all.

BR ch- 
ards, K. Van Eliten,, H. Farrer, and A. F. Bil- 
lows. These water-colurs are worthy of atten- 
tion, but as a whole ecarcely equal to the dealers’ 
exbibition of last spring, nor are there any 
marks of a definite exe:tion having been made 
to secure a representative display of American 
water-colors—a departmeut of painting gaping 
in importance every year. Perhaps tuis is due 
to there beiag no person upon the managemeut 
whose hobbv 18 water-colors, and to the circum- 
stance that there was pienty of work in getting 
together the oil pictures. A single castel—a 
large group of mother and chiidren—hangs 
above che water-colors, and is worthy of passing 
notice, 

This completes the tour of the exhibition— 
the large northwest room, occupied by large pic- 
tures of various artists; the toree east rooms, 
devoted to groups by Academicians; the south- 
west gallery of Western art; and the small west 
middie room, filled with small misceilaueous 01! 
paintings aud water-coilors.

Chicago on the 7th inst. by membersof the 
Temple Baptist Church, and was as follows: 

We have requested your attendance here for the 
purpose of having you examine into the efairs and 
advise us in regard to our future course, On Mon- 
day, June 7, 1875, Mr, N. F. Raviin sundered his con- 
D on with us by means of, as he claims, the disso- 
lution of the Temple Baptist Church. For some time

faith and doctrine @ feeling of disapproval of bis 
course, We believe it would not interest you 
for us to recite at length au account of wust 
has taken place, ag you have no doubt 
read sufficient in the daily papers to comprehend pret- 
ty nearly the state of things, For probably two or 
three months previous to the business meeting of the 
church held on above d the matter of church dis- 
solution was talked of by those favoring secesaion, and 
it was intimated that we who were not in favor of the 
destruction of the Temple Baptist Church could take 
their letters. The result was several asked for them. 
At this church meeting, brother Frank Steers 
asked the Moderator, Mr. MRavlin, whether 
those who had asked for their letters but had not 
taken them intoany other church were entitled to 
vote, and he ruled that they were not. The vote as to 
dissolution was then taken by show of hands, and the 
church declared disbanded, As there seems to be con- 
siderable doubt in the minds of many as to the legaii- 
ty of the so-called dissolution of the church, we request 
you to give us your opinion in regard to our future, 

Having read this document, and the roll of 
members of the Council having been completed, 
the Moderator said that a somewhat leugthened 
experience in chureh couneiie had convineed 
him that they should be heid with 

CLOSED DOORS, 
which he suggested be done in the case of the 
present Couneu. 

Before the vote was put it was stated thas Mr. 
Cowan, a lawyer (the same who figured in the 
Scotch Presbyterian Church troubles), was pres- 
ent as attorney for the Temple Church, and it 
was sugeested that he be admitted as a member 
ef the Council. 

The Moderator inquired if Mr. Cowan was a 

Bavtist. 
Mr. Cowan rose and said he was not; but he 
bad been consulted relative to the church af- 
faira, and requested to be present. If there 
were ol jections, he would of course withdraw, 

A member of the Council then stated that 80 
far as he could learn the only person who had 
invited lawyer Cowan to be present was the 
church organist. No motion being made for the 
admission of Mr. Cowan, the motion to sit with 
closed doors was put and carried, and Mr, O. de- 
parted and the reporters a'so0 cook their leave, 

THE RESULT. 

After a two hours’ session the Council passed 
the following resolutions, offered by Dr. me: 

Resolved, That the ruling of Mr. Raviin in declar- 
ing that members who held letters were not entitled to 
vote was un-Baptistical and wrong. 

Resolved, That the Council considers the remaining 
members the Temple Baptist Church, 

The Rev. Dr. Cheney, Dr. Boone, and Deacon 
Hoard were then appointed a committee to ad- 
vise with Temple Church. 

The Committee re orted thet it was not com- 
en for the Councu to determine from the in- 

ormation now before it what the Temple 
Church could undertake as @ permanent ar- 
rangement. They would, however, reccommend 
that immediate measures be taken to place the 
church in a complete organization, as far as 
perfecting a catalogue of members 
and the selection of i officers was 
concerped; that they take measures to as- 
ceitain whether they had the means to support 
the church in the future; aud that in the event 
they fouad themselves unable to do 80, they be 
recommended again to ask counsel of their 
brethren ia sister churches, 

The Council then adjourned. 

Its action is but advisory; it, however, is a 
recognition of tue Temple Church as a contina- 
ing organization despite Mr. Rarun's dissolution 
of the church.

RESUMPTION OF SPECIE PAYMENT.

BEN on the resumption of specie payment, be- 
cause he evidently represents the views of a 
certain class of men,—men too intelligent to 
deny that specie is the basis of the world’s 
ecurrency, but fearful that an attempt to come 
back to that basis in this country would exert 
a deleterious influence on general business. 
They form a class of which Mr, Hznpricss is 
the latest exponent ; they desire to fix their 
eyes on resumption, but never to resume. 
They are content with the admission that it 
will be dishonest not to resume, and then dis- 
honestly postpone it. They desire to post- 
pone it indefinitely, because they apprehend 
a commercial shock and want some future 
generation to suffer it. The position is not a 
very honorable one when analyzed, but this

law was passed. Is that sudden? The dif- 
ference between greenbacks and gold ranges 
at about 12 per cent; at this rate there 
would be a gradual approach to resumption 
‘of 8 per cent per year. Is Mr. Warren 
fearful that this will produce a panic, a 
shock, an earthquake? He cannot sustain 
such a prediction by the experience of the 
past. In 1868, gold—or rather greenbacks— 
fluctuated from 133 to 150; in 1869, 
they varied from 136 to 124; in 1870, they 
dropped to 119 and then to 110. These 
changes produced no panic, no clash, no 
earthquake. The panic did not come till 
1873, when the currency had been more 
steady and uniform for three years than dur- 
ing the preceding ten years. The panic was 
the result of inordinate expansion of credits, 
inflation of prices, unproductive investments, 
excessive railroad building and iron manu- 
facturing, all of which unhealthy state of 
things was stimulated by an irredeemable 
currency. Confidence suddenly gave way, 
and the bubble burst. But the country is 
now down to something like hard pan. 
There is no longer any chance for panic, be- 
cause the reckless speculators have gone into 
bankruptcy, and prices now represent actual 
values,—allowing for the discount on green- 
backs. : 

Between 1868 and 1870—two years—the 
currency gained 40 cents in gold value,—that 
is, its purchasing power was increased in that 
ratio. Now, the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, as contemplated by the law, will re- 
quire only an increase of 12 or 13 cents in the 
purchasing power of the currency in four 
years. If we could sustain a change of 40 
cents in two years without a panic, it is fool- 
ish to predict that a change of 12 cents in four 
years will be like an earthquake. There will, 
of course, be some shrinkage, but not to 
one-third the extent as we had al- 
ready borne between 1868 and 1870. 
But suppose the gold-brokers, before the 
date fixed for resumption, should have suff 
cient confidence to give gold for greenbacks 
at par, at a mere nominal discount, would 
there then be an earthquade ? 

As to the allegation that there is not suffi- 
cient specie in the country to transact the 
business, it seems to be based upon the as- 
sumption that all the paper would immedi-

THE MILE IN THE COCOANUT. 

The Chicago Iimes is very much chagrined 
because the Government Commissioners now 
engaged in the Custom-House investigation 
have not disregarded the advice which Tur 
Trisune proffered when they entered upon 
their work. Without seeking to prejadice 
their investigation one way or the other, we 
suggested that the present Commission 
should consult with local architects, builders, 
and engineers relative to the sustaining 
capacity of the Chicago soil. This the first 
Government Commission neglected to do. 
The present Commission, however, have acted 
upon this suggestion, as indeed they might 
have done had the suggestion not come from 
Tan Trieunz, since it is the fairest 
and most intelligent course they could 
have adopted. But the coincidence 
of the suggestion and their action 
has set the Tunes snarling in its usual dog- 
in-the-manger style at everything that 
emanates from Tun Taiscwz. The Govern- 
ment Commission probably know how to ap- 
preciate the utterances of a chronic sorehead, 
which endeavors to supply its lack of influ- 
ence by the viciousness of its attacks. 

But there is another reason why the Chica- 
go Times snaris at Tux Tan in this Cus- 
tom-House matter. Taz Ion desires to 
keep the whole affair out of politics, knowing 
full well that if the next Congress gets hold 
of it, it will be made a mere partisan machine 
for manufacturing capital in the interest of 
the Democratic party at a large and needless 
expense to the public. The 7'#nes recognizes 
this fact also, and antagonizes the position for 
purposes of its own. The Chicago Tunes has 
conceived a sudden desire to return to its 
first love. It shows a disposition to get back 
into the Democratic party. It will be re- 
membered that Mr. Sronry crawled out of 
the Democratic party about the time that Mr. 
Hestne climbed into it. No one party is 
large enough to hold these two Titans. But 
yesterday's Times announced that Mr. Hs. 
was about to abandon the Democratic party 
and ask the Republicans to take him back. 
This accounts for Mr. Sronzr's new affection 
for the Democrats. ‘“‘ Whither thou goest I 
will not go” is the paraphrase of Rurs and 
Naomi as applied to Storey and Hsm. 80 
long as Srorey believes that Hs will 
again fasten his destiny upon the Republican 
party, he (Sronzr) will cast his fortunes with 
the Democratic party, and vice versa. 

The first thing that Storzris doing to gain 
admission to the Democratic party, under the 
impression that Hzstne has left it, is to en- 
deavor to throw the Custom-House squabble 
into the next Congress. He knows that this 
would give the Democratic majority in Con- 
greas just the opportunity they desire, and 
that they would make a handle of it with 
which to pump up slander and vituperation 
upon the Republicans to use in the approach- 
ing Presidential campaign. Straws show 
which way the wind blows. It is significant, 
therefore, that in the same issue in which it 
was announced that Mr. Hsm was trying 
to get back into the Republican party, the 
Chicago Times printed a leading editorial ar- 
ticle, the purpose of which was to throw the 
Custom-House into a Democratic Congress, 
and make capital for the Democratic party. 
We would have given the editor credit for 
sufficient shrewdness to disguise the reason 
of the flop, but his anxiety to antagonize 
Hestxe wherever Hsm is found betrayed 
him into making the whole matter apparent, 
and defeated the purpose of the Custom- 
House article. 
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APPORTIONMENT OF TAXATION. 

The local assessment for State purposes of 
the real estate in Cook County in 1875 
was $114,402,780, and of personal property 
$30,146,165, making a total of $144,548,945. 
The real estate is further divided for taxation 
purposes into improved lands, unimproved 
lands, town and city lots. 

The State Board of Equalization has before 
it a proposition to increase this assessment 
by adding 70 per cent to the value of lands, 
65 percent to the value of lots, and 85 per 
cent to the value of the personal property. 
This will give as the footings of the State as- 
sessment of property in this county: Real es- 
tate, 8194, 484, 726; personal property, $55,- 
770,405. Total, $250,255,131. 

The total valuation of the whole State is 
$1,025,427,935, so that Cook County is ap- 
portioned with one-fourth the taxable prop- 
erty of the State. One hundred and six mill- 
ions of dollars are arbitrarily added to the 
taxable value of the property in this county, 
and an equal amount deducted from the 
taxable value of the property in the other 
counties of this State. The actual cash value 
of the taxable property in this State found 
by the Assessors was moderately estimated in 
1878 at $3,000,000,000, Assuming that it has 
not increased since then, we find that 
the local Assessors have returned it at 
about one-third of the cash value. 
The State Board of Equalisation have 
by resolution arbitrarily declared that 
it has been returned at 50 per cent of its real 
value. Taking these figures, we have some 
curious results. If the real value of all the 
taxable property of the State be $3,000,000,- 
000, then the local Assessors returned the 
property assessed at one-third its actual 
value, or $1,000,000,000. The Cook County 
return of $144,500,000 was about, one-seventh 


che whole, or, assuming it to be one-third 


the real value, it showed taxable 
to $433,500,000 real value. If it were 
cent of the actual value, then it showed 
000, 000 as the value of the taxables in 


Cook County, $14 000 ; 
rest of the State, $880,000, 000; 4 —

Now, 
if the whole assessed value be one-third of 
the real value, this gives Cook County a tur- 
able property equal to 6780, 000, O00 cash, and,

cash. 

The State Board advertises to the country 
that the value of the lands and improve- 
ments, the live-stock and the personal prop- 
erty, including the real and personal proper- 
ty of one hundred and one counties, and of 
the thirty or forty cities of the entire State 
of Illinois, outside of Cook County, is only 
equal to three times that of this county. That 
in fact the property of all the rest of the 
State is deteriorating in value, and that Chi- 
cago is rapidly absorbing all that is worth 
owning in Illinois. 

This county has about one-seventh the 
population of the State. It has about one- 
seventh of the taxable property of the State. 
Any assessment which departs materially from 
this basis must be wrong and unjust. When 
the State Board arbitrarily reduces the local 
assessments of 101 counties to the amount of 
$106,000,000, on the ground that property in 
those counties is assessed too high, and a like 
amount as arbitrarily is added to the val- 
uation for this county, the injustice of 
such a mode of taxation becomes strik- 
ing. It ceases to be legitimate taxation 
and becomes malicious punishment. Its 
effect upon individuals has repeatedly been 
pointed out. The inequalities of assessments 
are common. Thus the local Assessor may 


have taxed the property of A at 40 per cent, | 


of B at 70 per cent, and of O at 100 per cent 
ofits real value. The State Board adds to 
these valuations 70 per cent; increasing the 
valuations to 110, 140, and 170 per cent of 
the cash value of the property, and requiring 
all taxes, State, county, «ity, and town, to be 
extended on that valustion. Despite these 
outrageous results of this mode of doing 
business, or what the A:torney-General calls 
an equitable distribution of taxation, there 
seems to be no legal remedy or relief. The 
State Board again pillages Chicago ! 


INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. — 

The principles of international arbitration, 
first brought into prominence by the Geneva 
Convention, have been applied for the third 
time in the settlement of lisputes to which 
Great Britain was a pary, and fora third 
time the decision has ben adverse to the 
British Government. Fist, Great Britain 
was fined $15,500,000 for the violation of the 
principles of neutrality dwing the American 
Rebellion to the damage oi the United States. 
Second, the German Emperor decided the 
San Juan boundary contreversy in favor. of 
the United States and aganst Great Britain. 
And now Marshal MucWlanon has decided 
against Great Britain in the controversy with 
Portugal relative tc the possession of the 
Delagoa Bay. This iss bay on the west 
coast of Africa, and its possession is impor- 
tant as an outlet for some of the most 
valuable African priducts. It was es 
tablished beyond doubtthat the Portuguese 
discovered it in the skteenth century, and 
that Portugal occupied rious important and 
contiguous points durin; the two following 
centuries. Portugal hasalways asserted its 
claims, and the soverégn rights incident 
thereto, and at various times these rights 
were formally recognizec by different nations. 
Even the British Governnent, as late as 1822, 
tacitly recognized the auhority of Portugal 
by recommending a Britih surveying officer 
to the favor of the Potugese officials. A 
few years earlier there hal been a diplomatic 
recognition by a treaty tr the suppression 
of the slave trade. All tlese facts were set 
forth to President MacMaow, and it is no 
wonder that his award wa in favor of Por- 
tugal. 

These adverse decision will pretty surely 
render international arbiration somewhat 
unpopular in Great Britain though there is 
no good reason why they hould have such 
an effect. “The decisions lave been against 
the British Government because the British 
Government has beer ii the wrong in the 
disputes which have ledto the arbitration. 
In the Alabama claims, the United States 
could not have receded, md without arbitra- 
tion England would have been forced to 
fight for an unjust cam. In the San 
Juan boundary case, the points in dispute 
were merely technical, md the techni- 
calities being in our fator, the Ger- 
man Emperor was fred to decide 
accordingly. In the contoversy about the 
Delagoa Bay, England has for fifty years as- 
serted a claim which had 0 other basis than 
the decline of Portuguese power and enter- 
prise. The circumstance tat the three cases 
of arbitration have gone gainst Great Brit- 
ain, so far from weakeningthe principles and 
practice of international irbitration, onght 
really to strengthen then, since each case 
has led to a fair and just sttlement. In two 
of these cases at least anypettlement outside 
of arbitration, either by dplomacy or war, 
would have been still mire unfavorable to 
Great Britain, and the justice of all the 
awards ought to strengthei arbitration as the 
most reasonable and least postly of all meth- 
ods for the settlement of international dis- 
putes, 
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THE CITY INDEBTEDNESS, 

Tun Tarunz yesterday mblished a letter 
from Comptroller Hayzs upn the subject of 
the right of the city to igsuj due-bills or cer- 
tificates of indebtedness in payment of cur- 
rent expenditures authoried by appropria- 
tions, and for which tax had been levied 
but not collected. The letter of Mr. Hayzs 
is fully covered by an offical opinion from 
Judge Dicxxy, the Corporation Counsel, and 
the two documents are indused by Judge C. 
B. Lawrenor, Judge C. Hoxwirs, and by 
Messrs. W. C. Goupy, B. F. Aver, Cuaruus 
Hrroncock, Francis P. PA, M. F. Tour, 
and Eapert Jamieson. | 

Against this array of legal ability and expe- 
rience there is the lawyer of the Chicago 
Times. It is hardly necessaly to repeat the 
arguments. The fiscal yed of the City of 
Chicago begins on the Ist of April, and ends 
on the last day of March folowing. The an- 
nual appropriations are méle on or before 
the 30th of June. The ta@ is levied on or 
about the close of Septemb@. The taxes are 
due in January; but the power to enforce 
collection by sale does not atiach until August 
or September following. All this seemingly 
extraordinary arrangement is «tablished by 
law, and the City Government annot change 
it. We have in this arrangement the singular 
fact that three months of the fiscal year 
expires before the appropriatims for that 
year are made, Nearly four months more 
of the year elapse before the tax 
from which these ati are 
to be paid is levied, and the great 
bulk of the tax levied for the curtent support 
of the City Government during the fiscal 
year is not collected until five months after 
the fiscal year has ended! Fe instance, 
now, in September, 1875, the city is begin- 
ning to receive the revenue fmm the tax 
levied for the support of the city for the year 
which begun April 1, 1874, and expired at 
the close of last March. v4 

Now, here is a case of a city: 
itself for seventeen months while waiting for 


its support during the 
first twelve of those months. The 
city made the and the 
tax was levied to cover the authorized 
expenditure. According to the organ of those 
who wish to repudiate these certificates of 
indebtedness, the city has no authority to 
make a contract or create a liability to be 
paid out of the current levy of taxes, be- 
cause to do so is to create a debt.” If this 
doctrine were correct, the city could not au- 
thorize any expenditure unless it had the 
money in the Treasury beforehand; and 
then, as the law prohibits the levy of any tax 
except to meet an appropriation previously 
made, the city would find itself prohibited 
from making an appropriation for the want 
of money, and prohibited from raising any 
money by tax because of the want of a pre- 
vious appropriation. 

The City Government, like all other Gov- 
ernments dependent on current taxation to 
meet current expenditures, must incur liabil- 
ities in advance of the collection of revenue. 
The City of Chicago has been accustomed, in 
these cases, to issue to the creditor a certifi- 
cate showing the amount due him, payable 
out of the tax wen collected, or of borrow- 
ing the money on the note of the city, pay- 
able out of the tax when collected, and, with 
this borrowed money, pay off its current lia- 
bilities. This, it is claimed, was unconstitu- 
tional, and the country was warned against 
lending any money to the city, because this 
illegal indebtedness was to be contested by 
the indignant and outraged tax-payers who 
had not paid their taxes. 

The letter of Mr. Hayes and of the emi- 
nent counsel is timely. It deliberately and 
mercilessly annihilates the stupid or ma- 
licious imputation cast upon the credit of 
the city ; it discloses the malice and reveals 
the ignorance of the assault upon the legality 
of the city’s obligations.

PRESIDENT GEORGE A. SMITH. 

The Salt Lake Daily Heraid of the 2d inst. 
contains some interesting detaiis of the life of 
President Grone A. Sutra, whose death was 
reported by telegraph a few days since. He was 
born at Potsdam, N. I., June 26,1517. Wheas 
mere boy, his cousin, Joszpn Surrn, Jr., ap- 
peared as the revelator of Mormonism. In 1832 
he became a member of the Church of the Latter- 
Day Saints, aod in 1834 went with others to 
what was knownas Zion's Camp in Missouri. 
He epent his time io preaching until 1839, when

A communication was received from the Lin- 
coln Park Commissioners asking permission to 
construct the Lake-Shore Drive 100 fees in 
width from the foot of Lake View avenue at 
Diversy avenué to the north line of the town. 
This was held over to the next meeting. 

The report of the Water Committee was then 
read. o report recommended the purchase of 
16,280 feet of 12-inch pipe, 9,500 of 8-inch, 24,790 
of 6-inch, and 7,520 of 4-inch. The 12-inch mains 
will be laid on Haisted street, from Sulzer ave- 
nue to Wrightwood avenue, and on Sulzeravenue, 
from Halsted street to the Green Bay road, thence 
to Sunnyside avenue. The 8-inch pipe will be 
laid on Belmont avenue, from Sheffield to the 
Dummy road, on Wrightwood avenue, from Hal- 
sted street to Racine avenue, on Halsted and 
Racine, from Wrightwood to Fullerton avenue, 
and on Sunoyside avenue, from the Green Bay 
road to the Miiwaukee Railroad. The 6-iuch 
pipe will be distributed along the more thickly 
settled streets, not provided for by the larger 
pipes. Wherever a pipe is laid, the . abutting 
property will be assessed for the cost of a 4-inch 
pipe, aad the balance of the expense paid out of 
the Treasury for moneys raised by bonds. 

Drawings and specifications as prepared by 
Mr. Cole, forthe structure to be placed at the 
lake end of the inlet pipe, were received. The 
pian contemplates a shallow wrought-iron 
pan, some 3 feet deep, with sides 
sloping inward. This is to be filled in with con- 
creie, leaving a well in the centre, connecting 
by a horizontal passage with the inlet-pipe. 
This structure is to weigh not leas than 25 tons, 
and is to be placed on a base formed by driving 
dowu piles and cutting them off even with the 
bottom of the lake. Piling driven around the 
sides of this submerine crib will bold it firmly in 
place. Its distance from the shore has not yet 
been determined, but will be somewhere — 
tween 700 and 1.800 feet. Connection will be 
made with the shore works by an inlet-pipe, 16 
inches interior diameter, laid on the bottom of 
the Jake, not nearer the surface than 5 
feet, and held in position by piles driven 
at intervals of 50 feet aud cut off close. Taere 
will thus be sone of the lake work above or 
near the surface of the water, and subject. to 
the action of the waves. The engineer is de- 
sirous of going out 1,800 feet into the lake, 
where there is a depth of 18 feet of water. 
This point will be somewhat determined by toe 
cost of the inlet pipe, which must have flezibie 
joints toconfurm to the bottom of the lake. 
These flexitis joints are very expeusive, being 
somewhat of a monopoly. 

The report of the Committee, with the plans 
and specifications, was ee and ao adver- 
tisement was prepared, calling for the required 
amount of pipe, special castings, inlet pipe, 
and crib-work. Thus the water project is slow- 
ly assuming a more tangible form, and it will 
not be long ere ground will be broken aud work 
commenced. The Board adjourned to meet 
Monday, Sept, 13.

The Great Eastern Steamship. 

Writing in Land and Water respecting the 
bull of the Great Eastern steamship, Mr. Henry 
Lee says: 80 far as barnacies were concerned, 
Thad been sent as completely on a wild-goose 
chase asif I had gone in quest of the ‘ barna- 
cle geese’ of which the saidcirripedes were once 
supposed to be the embryonic form. There were 
certain traces of a few barnacles (Balanus tin- 
tinnabulum apparently) pear the level of the 
water line, especially about the sternpost and 
between it and the rudder, and the Iat- 
ter itself, as well as the propelling 
screw, was covered with the common 
acorn barnacles or ‘cbitters’; but all the 
rest of the hull usually submerged was 
clad with an enormous multitude of mussels, 
clustered together in ope dense and continaous 
deposit extending over a surface of 52,000 square 
feet of iron plates, aud in some parts 6 inches 
thick. Mr. kwith had made a ca on, 
which I was able to verify with him, of total 
weight of the mussels thus accumulated. It was 
found by careful experiment that the orange 
weight of those on each square foot was from 
pounds to 13 pounds; therefore the vessel was 
incumbered witb not less than 300 tons of living 
marine animals adhering to her—mussela enough, 
in fact, to load with full cargoes two ordinary 
collier brigs! Although the mere weight of this 
mass would ‘not, 1 much affect the 
buoyancy of a vessel of 25,000 tons burden, it 
will be readily anderstood that the friction of 
such a rough, jagged inerustation passing 
through the water would materially diminish 
ber speed. As these troubiesomie adberents 
were scraped off with shovels by workmen em- 
ployed under contract to remove them, they 
were carried away by cart-loads and boat-loads 
aod buried along the shore of the haven. In 
some localities they would have been heartily 
wolcomed by the fishermen as valuable bait. 80 
completely had the mussels taken possession 
ever inch of plate-surface, to the exclusion of 
almost every living thing, that there was noth- 
ing fit for exhibition in aquarium but some 
plumose anemones (4 dia nchus) of the 
three varieties. — orange, white, and olive. —fine 
groups of which had attached themselves in 
some places to the outer layer of the crowded 
bivalves. These were, I found, the ‘ barnacles’ 
of which I had been told,”
